plans for a new shelter. The detailed 
estimate fora breakwater at Mongkok- 
tsui, toenclose 166 acres of sheltered 
water, hos at lust been prepared. The 
new refuge ix to cost $1,540,000. To 
meet this large expenditure the Gorern- 
ment proposes to impose a special tux 
on shipping until half the cost of the 
new shelter and improvements of the 
existing one-at Causeway Bay, has heen 
received. -The Chamber of Commerce 
has stated that it is strougly-of opinion 
that less costly schome should be 
undertaken. Obviously that attitude is 
entirely justified by tho state of the 
Colony’s finances. This is a timo for 
tigid economy and if.the scheme which 
wis submitted to the Chamber of Com- 
merce is ausceptible af modification we 
trust that the Government: will mike 
such modification.

business of a Colony. We are aware 
that many self-governing Colonies have 
ovor-borrowed but this is not a proof 
that borrowing is pernicious in itself, 
Though a British King killed himself 
by eating too many lampreys this haa 
never been accepted ar proof that

the ose under disovssion we are not 
awar what view the Chamber of 
Commerce expressed in regard to the 


lampreys ore unsuitable as food, 


Proposal to increase the taxation on 
shipping. We should supposes, how- 
ever, that they would regard auch a 
suggestion with very little favour. The 
Policy that has found most acceptance 
and has met with most success in 
Hongkong has been to make the bur- 
den upon trade and shipping 13 light 
as posible. Sir John Bowring in one of 
his despatches wrote: Believing that 
the atiefactory dovelopment of our 
prosperity is mainly due to the eman- 
cipation of all shippidg aud tradg from
